Removed From CIA Payroll 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP!. 
“ἸῺ his first public act as head 
of the ΟἿΑ, George Bush has 
ordered that all journalists be 
removed from the CIA payroll if 
they work for U.S. news organi- 
zations,

Mr. Colby, who stepped down last 
month, said several times that 
the United States no longer used 
journalists as agents 
but would continue ta rely on 
part-time reporters, or stringers, 
whose work might appear in U.S.

SLA Kidnap Victim Testifies 
Miss Hearst Said She Joined 
atobbery. Freely, Witness Says

A Symbionese Liberation Army 
Hidnapping victim testified yes- 
terday thet Patricia Hearst show- 
ed him what she said wes a 
cyanide-tipped buflet and acknowl- 
edged she had willingly joined her 
captors in the armed robbery of a 
San Francisco bank in April, 1974. 

In the second day of a hearing 
outside the presence of the jury, 
Thomas Dean Metthews, 19, said 
Miss Hearst told him not to be- 
lieve reports that her abductors 
trained their weapons on her and 
that her own rifle would not have 
fired during the robbery. 

“She said this was all false,” 
Mr. Matthews said. 

“She said she'd heard the pub- 
licity that the cyanide bullets 
didn't contain enough cyanide to 
kill, but she sald that they did,” 
he continued. A bullet she show~ 
ed him, he said, contained an 
“indented” tip. ᾿ 

Cyanide-tipped bullets have be- 
come an SLA trademark of sorts. 
They were used in the November, 
1973, assassingtion of Oakland 
Schools Superintendent Marcus 
Foster, for which SLA members 
Joseph Remiro and Russell Little 
were tried and convicted last year. 

Mr. Matthews was kidnapped in 
May, 1974, in Los Angeles after 
SLA members came to see a van 
he had offered for sale. Miss 
Hearst and William and Emily 
Barris are accused oF that crime 
as well as robbery and assault 
during an alleged spree of SLA 
criminal activity.

Chambers Gave 
FBI Statement on 


Homosexuality 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (WP. 
—Whittaker Chambers, the one- 
time Communist agent whose 
testimony sent Alg'r Hiss to jail 
in 1950, voluntarily admitted to 
the FBI that be had been homo- 
sexual, newly released documents 
show. 

Chambers toll his story in 
detail to federal agents.in Feb- 
Tuary, 1949, because be feared 
that Hiss’s defense lawyers would 
uncover his homosexual . activity 
and use it to discredit him when 
he ‘testified against Hiss in a 
perjury trial that year. 

Chambers wrote a statement 
which he banded to FBI agents 
in a sealed envelope. This week 
the statement appeared among 
papers now made public. 

Chambers, who died in 1961, 
was ἃ Communist spy in the 
1930s.- 

Hiss was convicted of perjury 
for saying that he never knew 


Chambers and had never passed 


documents to him. He has main- 
tamed he was innocent. 

Chambers’s homosexuality never 
came out in the trial, bui both 
he and the FBI heard reports 
that the Bisa defense hoped to 
use it to impeach his testimony 
in the trial, the papers show. 

Allen Weinstein, a Smith Col- 
jege professor who is completing 
a book on the. case, said: “If 
Chambers was willing to acknowl- 
edge to the FBI those painful 
memories, does it not add to his 
overall credibility as ἃ witness— 
T think that it does.”

The latest disquieting disclosures from the 
internal files of the Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
strike at the heart of the international 
arms trade, that dubious traffic in which 
the United States has the quesilonable 
distinction of being No. L US. national 


. interests have been ll-served by the operat- 


ing practices of a company which exists to- 
day only by grace of a federal bailout. 

Italy. Turkey. Japan and the Netherlands 
gre among America's allies shaken by polit- 
ical storms in the wake of Lockheed’s pay- 
ments of outright bribes to secure sales of its 
aircraft, as attested in documents obtained 
by the Senate Subcommittee on Multina- 
tional Corporations. Especially disgraceful 
was the clear evidence that corrupt military 
officers in Colombia deliberately falsified 
their government's national defense estimates 
to favor an otherwise unjustified purchase 
of Lockheed equipment—a deception pernpe- 
trated with full knowledge of company exec- 
utives. For this chicanery, the high-ranking 
clients were amply rewarded with, in 
Lockheed's succinct jargon, “sugar.” 

Lockheed has admitted paying at least $22 
million in what it calls kickbacks: the 
General Accounting Office puts the figure 
$2.4 million higher. Hither sum amounts to 
more than 10 per cent of the total of out- 
standing loans which Lockheed obtained in 
1971 on the strength of an extraordinary 
federal guarantee approved by Congress to 


avert bankruptcy of the. major aerospace 
contractor. On that score, the GAO warns 
that Lockheed, even on 115 own optimistic 
projections, may not be able to repay these 
loans by the due date of 1978. . 

The U.S. government and its taxpayers 
have been had—financlally and diplomat~ 
ically. In Japan, Lockheed money went to 
the aid of right-wing militarists whose 
political stance is contrary to the entire 
democratic evolution which the United 
States has fostered for three decades. The 
new government being formed in Italy will 
find it harder to survive as a result of 
popular disgust over Lockheed’s largesse 
there; even the affection felt for the Dutch 
monarchy is dampened by allegations that 
Prince Bernhard was one of Lockheed's 
favored friends Elsewhere, as disclosures of 
routine bribery by Lockheed and other U.S. 
aircraft manufacturers become known, U.S. 
prestige suffers—even though Washington 
May not have been aware of or involved in 
the corruption, 

Legal action against these reported 
instances of bribery are the responsibility, 
in the first instance, of the countries where 
the offenses occurred. Any Official requests 
from foreign authorities for documents and 
witnesses to assist in their investigations 
must be sympathetically considered in Wash~- 
ington, if this country is to rescue its reputa~ 
tion for international integrity. 


..Deadly Merchandise — 


The United States cannot escape its share 
of responsibility for fostering an interna~ 
tional arms trade in which venal practices 
seem to have become standard operating 
procedure. Since the end of World War IL 
the United States has shipped an estimated 
$100 billion worth of weapons to 136 coun- 
tries, a sales record equal to that of the 
combined national arms industries of all the 
rest of the world. More than a thousand U.S. 
companies, including major industrial con- 
cerns well known for their everyday con- 
sumer lines, are engaged in the production 
and legal export of weaponry. 

In recent years, U.S. arms exports have 
been guided less by America’s global security 
requirements and more by the lure of. lu- 


erative export opportunities. The federal 


government has provided generous credit 
terms for atms transactions. About 2,000 U.S. 
military personnel are attached to Military 
Assistance Advisory Graups.in some 40 coun- 
tries; former members of these teams have 
stated that they did thelt best to sell for~ 
eign governments on the merits of U.S.- 
made weaponry. 

The short-term health of. a politically 
powerful segment of US. industry has 
weighed more heavily in Washington’s cal- 
culations than the destabilizing effects of 


huge arsenals in far-flung areas of the worid. 
There have even been cases in which the 
Army was found to have advanced Pentagon 
funds to arms manufacturers to tide them 
over until payment arrived from their for- 
eign customers—a clear violation of the For- 
eign Military Sales Act. ᾿ 

Even before the Lockheed disclosures, the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee had 
approved a measure to impose policy disci- 
Piines on the burgeoning arms trade. Sen. 
Bubert Humphrey, chief author of the hill, 
called it “an attempt to shift from an em- 
phasis on selling arms to one of controlling 
arms transfers.” This legislation deserv 
even higher priority now. : 

On the news of Lockheed's legal pay- 
ments, and those of numerous other com- 
panies in aerospace, petroleum and other 
industries, Treasury Secretary William Si- 
mon promised “to see to it that all those 
who have made improper payments and 
bribes do not profit through reducing their 
federal tax liabilities.” ' 

Thet is the least that the Ὁ, taxpayer 
can rightfally expect from the government; 
for the world tfading community in general, 
perhaps the message 15 seeping through that 
bad business practices are bad business.

Finns Win M ishap-Laden Relay Ski 


SEEFELD, Austria, Feb. 11 
(Reuters).—A series of mishaps 
added spite to the Olympic men's 
40-kilometer cross-country relay 
race here today, in which Finland 
won its second Nordic gold medal 
of the games. 

The Soviet team, four men who 
had already won medals here, 
started 28 the clear favorite, But 
its first skier broke a boot, the 
second two had the wrong wax 
on thelr skis, and the fourth— 
Ivan Garanin—orertoox three 
men but could only finish three 
minutes behind the Finns, who 
had a combined time of 2 hours, 
ἢ minutes, 69.72 seconds. 

Norway, which had previously 
threatened so much without tak- 
ing a Nordic medal, landed the 
silver metial after East Germany, 
second on the initlal leg, suffered 
some disastrous luck which 
brought on their exit from the 
competition. 

‘The second East German, Axel 
Lesser, was challenging for the 
lead when, at the bottom of a 
downhill stretch, he collided with 
@ woman spectator. 

Lesser camaged bis knee and 
hig lip and could not go on, The 
East Germans protested to the 
race committee but decided 
against lodging a formal written,

Finland's triumph was greeted 
by cheers and jubilstion among 
the huge crowd.

INNSBRUCK, Feb. 11—Nor- 
wegians hailed their first Olym- 
pic speed skating victory in eight 
years when Sten Stensen won the 
§.000-meter gold medal here 
today. é 

The 29-year-old army lieute-

Van Helden, who set a world 
record of 7:07.82 two weeks ago, 
had seb off in the twosome be- 
fore Stensen and posted 7:26.47. 

Stensen had to wait for Kleine 
and any of the dark horsés, 

The Dutchman clocked 7:28.54. 
Stensen allowed himself the lux- 
ury of an uncertain smile, which 
did not turn into a full-scale grin 
until the last pair had crossed 
the finish line. 

“I thought my time was good, 
but I did not know whether it 
Was good enough.
